LAWRENCE, Mass., Noy. 6.—After being’ 
out shortly more than an hour the jury in 
the Haverhill conspiracy cases Saturday 
night broughtina verdict of guilty against 
all the defendants. They are Aldermen 
Fred H. Cate, George O. Tilton, Hadley H. 
Hoyt, William W. Ham of Haverhill, 
Fred Smith of Cambridge, who 1s tn the 
liquor business in Boston, and Charles A, 
Kimball of Haverhill, who is employed by 
Smith. 

The verdict was reached at 8:45, the 
whole day having been occupied. in. testi- 
mony for the defense and arguments of 
counsel. All the charges of conspiracy to 
demand money from. persons desiring 
licenses in Haverhill were denied by thd 
defendants, and several persons testified to 
their good character. 

Attorney Moulton, for the defense, 
opened his argument to the jury when 
court came in after the afternoon recess, 
He argued that it was natural that alder- 
men should be thrown in contact with 
persons clamoring for licenses, and

ready to cast suspicion on the licensing

A servant girl at the parsonage first dis- 
covered the fire and aroused Rev. Fr, 
Lynch, Fr. Fields, the pastor, being in 
New York. | ; 

The fire started in the northwest cor. 
ner of the building, under or near the rob- 
ing room, ‘The firemen fought hard and 
soon it was thought that they had suc- 
ceeded in getting it under control, but 
the blaze succeeded in forcing its way 
through the ceiling into a blind attic and 
there received renewed energy from a 
strong draft, It-was now difficult to get 
at the fire, small windows at-the north 
end being about the only available place, 
until the ceiling of the main church room 
was partially destroyed and then the fire- 
men directed their streams frum the 


the roof and towers being one bright 
mass of flames, and the engineers fearing 
the destruction of adjoining buildings, 
sent to Lawrence for aid about 2 30. 
Engines 8 and 4 and a hose wagon started. 
for the scene and Engine 4 arrived here: 
about 3.15 and rendefed some service. 
The other engine had a mishap on Phil- 
lips Hill and again in Marland Village, 
being unable to proceed further. 

Tn the meantime the flames had crept 
up into the tower and lighted the skies 
for miles around. The tower fell in about 
2.o'clock, 


The steady rain of water upon the fire 


from the many streams finally brought 
the flames under subjection about 4 
o'clock, but net until the roof, tower, 
and most of the furnishings’ and rich 
vestments. in the church had . been de- 
stroyed. A part of the-walls are left 
standing, but as faras their usefulness 


is concerned they might as well ‘have | 


been burned down. The stone-founda- 
tion is about the only thing left of any 
value, : 

The parsonage was scorched a little on 
the side nearest to the church, while the 
Gunnison house, on this side, was dam- 
aged slightly. From both of these places 
the furniture was moved out. : 

The building was alarge wooden struc- 
ture erected in 1879, with a tower about 
75 feet high. At the top of this a new 
copper cross had been placed within a 
week or two. The building had also been 
repainted and otherwise repaired within 
ashort time. The loss on the building, 
organ, and other fixtures is estimated at 
between $40,000 and $50,000. The insur- 
ance, which was renewed .about two 
two weeks ago, amounts to $10,000. 

The Andover Fire Hepartment did as 
good service as possible and received 
much praise ior the manner in which the 
fire was handled. It, was fortunate that 
the Silsbee engine, which was formerly 
at Ballardvale and which the town voted 
to sell, was at this time in the engine 
house here. . It came in very handy. 

Fireman James Napier, while fighting 
the flames from a ladder in the rear of the 
building, was quite’badly overcome with 
smoke and with difficulty revived. Fire- 
man Morse narrowly escaped injuries. 
He was in the church when a beam fell, 
which just missed striking him on the 

d este x00d win o. fe ron 
a ladder and received a shaking up. 

The cause of the fire is still a matter of 
theory. Some think it was caused by 
the electric light wires, which enter that 
part of the building where the fire started, 
while others are of the opinion that it 
was of incendiary origin. There is no 


furnace or boiler in the building, the - 


heating coming from a boiler in the 
priests’ house. The Boys’, Club met in 
the vestry on the evening previous, and 
when leaving, about 10, some thought 
they smelled smoke, but full investiga- 
tion revealed nothing. ate

Whatever cause- 
the overwhelming republican victory else- 
where, that it was due to the demo- 
cratic stay-at-homes in our conservative 
‘town no one will venture to claim, not 
even a partisan of partizans. The result 
proclaims practically a “unanimous” vote 
for the repubjican ticket, a result which, 
in a town that is always close, often with 
a democratic tendency, could have only 
been reached with the cordial endorse- 
ment of our democratic voters.
